for the German army. He will take 
the place of a German workman, 
who will be made into a soldier. Thus 
the situation which we denounce to 
the civilzed world may be reduced 
to these terms: Four hundred thou- 
sand workmen have been thrown out 
of work by no fault of their own, 
and largely on account of the re- 
gime of the occupation. Some, hus- 
ds and fathers of families, they 
bear their unhappy lot without mur- 
muring, respectful of public order;

Elliott was talking to the teamster 
and although the machine was 
equipped with a self-starter, he was 
unable to make the combination 
work, so the driver leaped from hi 
seat on the wagon and pushed the 
machine, a light five-passenger tour- 
ing car, back off the tracks and out 
of harm's way. He then cranked 
the machine while it was still in re- 
verse, gear, and the machine, wit’ 
both Dr. Ellicott and wife in 
it, then etarted backward at a 
moderate speed, describing a semi- 
circle as it went, which carried the 
car around the big post supporting 
ithe usual crossing warnings end 
then on back on to the track, some- 
thing like thirty feet west of where 
‘they had been ing.

reducing it to a mass of splintered 
wood and twisted steel. Mrs. El 
liott got out of the auto just before 
it was struck by the train, but not 
In time to escape the mass of wreck- 
age, as she was caught up and car- 
ried forward by it fifteen feet or 
more.

The Devil's Gate dam 
will check the ravages of the Ar- 
royo Seco, reducing it to approxi- 
mately 60 per cent., and storing the 
waters in underground gravel for 
the use of Pasadena and Alhambra 
and the country to the southeast of 
Devil's Gate. The plan also contem- 
plates storing the headwaters of San 
Jose Creek. 

For the protection of Los Angeles 
Harbor, the construction work wil! 
be done by the United States gov- 
ernment. An appropriation of 3600. 
000 has been made for this work. 
subject to the condition that the Los 
Angeles county flood control district 
provides for the free right of way. 
The bond issue will provide for the 
acquirement of this right of way and 
the necessary maintenance.

present incumbent of the office 
of Chief of Police, had been retained 
in office by Mayor Capps and that in 
their opinion this constituted an ap- 
pointment by the Mayor. This ex- 
planation was accepted by the court 
when. Attorney Dorn admitted by 
stipulation the facts in the petition. 
He declared that there had been 
no effort to misiead the court and 
that the ambiguity was merely the 
result of haste and an ill choice of 
words. 
There was no argument on the 
petition and eight days were al- 
lowed to file briefs in the case. 
Mayor Capps, according to the mem- 
bers of the City Council, has refused 
to appoint a Chief of Police in ac- 
cordance with the charter provisions, 
now in force a month, and which 
provides that such an appointment 
must be approved by Council.

SYSTEM BEGUN AT FORT.

As soon as they have located the 
sites for the stations and search- 
lights that will control the firing of 
the big rifies and mortars, ‘con- 
struction work will begin. The sta- 
tions and equipment for finding the 
range and locating ships of an en- 
emy will cost $300,000. 

The duty of the board of control 
is merely to locate the stations on 
knolis or high spots that have com- 
manding views of the entire range 
of the guns and seem desirable. The 
work of perparing the fire control 
charts and apparatus will be done 
by the local corps of engineers after 
the board has definitely located the 
stations. 

Each will have two sets 
of stations, with two stations to a 
set. Sometimes two stations are to 
be combined where a view of the 
entire range can be secured. 

Outwardly a station is not an im- 


posing structure It is a little con- 
crete house about eight feet square, 
in which is located a specially con- 
structed transit for determining the 
position of enemy ships. 

Each station is connected by un- 
derground cables with the battery 
where the guns are located, and the 
positions of the ships are transmit- 
ted by telephone or telegraph to the 
gunners at the battery. Thus the 
date are worked out for each gun 
and corrected to allow for wind, at- 

atmospheric conditions and speed of 
vessels. 

There are two rifie batteries and 
—— mortar battery at oFrt MacAr- 
thur. 

The three members of the board 
of fire control spent the afternoon 
on the fortification site, making ob- 
servations, and did not leave until 
darkness fell. They will return to- 
day and the work will probably re- 
quire several days.

Water Seven year Clause, 


JUDGES AFFIRM SAFETY © 
OF CITIZENSHIP RIGHT. 


HE informal opinion United 
States District Judge Trippet de- 
livered some weeks ago on the 
scope of the naturalization law of 
June 29, 1906, has been fortified by 
a written judgment in which Judge 
Bledsoe agrees as to the principles 
of constitutional law involved. 

The two judges have desired to go 
on record in the matter, because 
radically varying opinions of the 
naturalization law and the seven- 
year period are held by various Fed- 
eral courts. Judge W. H. Sawtelle 
of Arizona holds squarely against 
the opinion of Judges Trippet and 
Bledsoe, and in various jurisdictions 
opinions have been rendered in har- 
mony with that of Judge Sawtelle. 
However, both the local judges are 
decided in their views. 

The case involved is that of Hijal- 
mar Aaage Volhoff, an Armenian 
who declared his intention to be- 
come an American citizen in De- 
cember, 1904, and did not file his 
petition until January 31, 1916, the 
declaration of intention being filed 
prior to the passage of the act of 
June 29, 1906, that fixes as seven 
years the period that may ensue be- 
tween the filing of the declaration 
and the petition to become a citizen. 

It is held the act did not affect 
declarations made prior to its pas- 
sage, for it would cut off all rights 
existing under such declaration when 
the same Was seven years old at the 


time the law went into effect. It 
would. give alien holders of such 
declarations only ninety days after 
the passage within which to file an 
application, for the act went into 
effect ninety days after its passage. 

Since September 27, 1913, the date 
when the seven-year limitation on 
deciarations made prior to the pas- 
sage of the act, had finally run, there 
have been filed in the courts of Los 
Angeles county 392 petitions, based 
on the old law declarations, and such 
applicants admitted to citizenship, 
and in the southern district of Cali- 
fornia outside of Los Angeles county, 
300 such petitions have been granted. 
There have been thousands upon 
thousands the entire 
country. 

Judge Trippet says the order of the 
court admitting an alien to citizen- 
ship is not a final adjudication. It 
may be attacked collaterally by a 
United States District Attcrney on 
the ground of fraud. It results, de- 
clares the court, that the tenure of 
the citizenship of all persons ad- 
mitted as above, depends upon what 
a District Attorney may do. Con- 
gress never intended, says Judge 
Trippet, that the right to be a citizen 
should be so precarious. 

Judge Bledsoe, in concurring, says 
the language of the law to the effect 
that an alien making a “declara- 
tion” under the old law, shall not “be 
required to renew such declaration.“ 
means, if words mean anything, that 
they shall not be required to make 
anew any declaration for the purpose 
of a petition for citizenship.

THE CHRISTMAS TREE. 


BY EUGENE BROWN. 


In order to put a puncture in the 
sky-piercing price of existence why 
not raise your own Christmas trees? 
Of course it is a trifle late to plant 
the seed now and expect a crop the 
present season, but there be 
other Christmases, and | is 
nothing like having a li patch 
ready against the coming of a new 
year. Then when the Assessor 
comes around to look over your. 
property he can see your hoard of 
trees and boost your assessment. It 
will make your heart glad to know 
that you are worth $30 more than 
you were the previous season. Be 
careful and get the best seed. Per- 
haps the simplest and most ecopom- 
ical way is to write to your Con- 
gressman, asking him to send you 
a package of Uncle Sam's Long 
Green Christmas tree seed, He will 
be glad to get it for you and will 
send it to you accompanied by an 
autograph letter signed with a rub- 
ber stamp. 

The Long Green is the best spe- 
cles, but you should be sure to get 
the genuine. The last time we asked 
our Congressman for Christmas tree 
seed it was his busy day and in the 
confusion of the moment he sent 
us a package of century plant seed 
which will not come up until the 
spring of 1986. 

Some folks go to the nursery and 
secure the young Christmas tree 
plants and then set them out where 
they want them. This is not as 
satisfactory, however, as when you 
know a tree is your ownest own 
from start to finish. The things we 
love most are those we have our- 
selves raised by hand. This is as 
true of children as it is of Christ- 
mas trees. The most cherished co- 
coanut tree we have on the place 
is one of which we ourselves planted 
the nut when we Were à pup. 

Christmas tree seed should be 


| planted in trenches at least two feet 


apart. A rich sandy soil is to be 
preferred, and it may not be amiss 
to enrich it with a fertilizer made 
from the pulp of w two-dollar 
bills. The Christmas responds 
quickly to irrigation and cultivation. 
Any delicate little attention you can 
extend to it will be promptly appre 


| clated. 


As the young plants grow they 
can be thinned out if they are too_ 
thick in the trench. Some growers 
bud or graft their trees in order to 
get other or stronger stock. They 
seem to think that you can't even 
have a Christmas tree without some 
grafting. But this is all poppycock. 
The best Christmas tree we ever 
saw didn’t have a nickel's worth of 
graft about it. 

The Countess Dekay and other 
club women led a propaganda some 
seasons back which proposed to of- 
ficially make the Christmas tree the 
national flower of America. They 
argued that it was always green and, 
as dealers in green goods, it had a 
sentimental value to them. 

Congress, however, rather snubbed 
the idea. They didn't like the idea 
of having the crusade for a national 
flower led by a member of the Ro- 
man nobility. 

At the holiday time the Christmas 
tree becomes the national plant 
without need of official sanction, 
and when it blossoms and blooms 
it indicates the most versatile crop 
in the universe. Pretty near every- 
thing in the world seems to grow 
on some Christmas trees. The foll- 
age includes popcorn, tinsel, span- 
gles and beads. The blossoms and 
buds are electric bulbs, wax can- 
dies and Chinese lanterns, and the 
fruit may range from a lemon to a 
pigeon-egg ruby. Almost anything 
from a candy cane to a deed of a 
business block is liable to dangle 
or fall from a Christmas tree. 

When they are in their full frul- 
t nothing can rival them in the 

us splendor of their bloom. 
Even a California orange grove 
looks dull and commonplace by com- 
parison 


It may therefore be seen that the 
Christmas tree crop is worth look- 
ing after. There are some rare and 
costly specimens. If a man could 
capture and carry off a Pierpont 
Morgan Thristmas tree before the 
family got to it on Christmas morn- 
ing he could doubtless hock the crop 
for enough money to buy ten thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of ham and eggs. 

Now is the time to get some seed 
and get busy, even if you have to 
wait another. season to realize a 
crop. 

Anyhow, you can write to your 

ngressman about it. He will be 

to hear from you in any event 
and possibly furnish government in- 
formation on how to raise Christ- 
mas trees in the parlor without the 
use of a jack or a deuce. .

BRIGHT IN 


“LILAC DOMINO.” 


By Edwin Sthaliert, — 
While the price of imported cham- 
pagne has increased since the out- 
break of the war, there has been

comic opera, of course, are not 
literally the same thing. In either 
instance, however, you are likely to 
look for quality and sparkle, and 
both are subject to the danger of 
being treated after importation by 
the introduction of domestic prod- 
uct 

The best that can be sald of “The 
TAlac Domino” is that it was orig- 
inally foreign, and the worst that it 
was not treated with the proper type 
of domestic variant. Somebody 
managed to doctor the vintage, but 
kept the cork out of the bottle long 
enough to lose some of the sparkle. 
The flavor is, however, preserved in 
the music, which savors of some of 
the best in the light opera world that 
has come from abroad. There are 
lilting strains which serve to redeem 
much that is deficient in the mat- 
ter of staging and humor. 

All praise, however, to the ele- 
ments of charm in the melodies, 
whose winsome fascination you may 
carry away with you—such as “The 
Iilac Domino,” Let the Music 
Play,” “Where Love is Waiting” and 
others. The orchestra was not ac- 
quainted with their beauties suffi- 
clently to make them at all times 
clear, but further performances and 
an extra rehearsal or so will throw 
the light on much lurking daintiness 
and swaying attractiveness, 

The absence of feminine pulchri- 
tude and the plenitude of male ciev- 
erness at times may p some of 
the women, but it will not serve to 
capture the men. A little more than 
a score of persons on the Mason 
stage at one and the same time is 
not enough to fill it. And in comic 
opera one likes fullness—not neces- 
sarily embodied in the customary 
liquor-imbibing scene which ts 
present—but in the matter of rich- 
ness and lavishness of staging. 

Novelty will cover a multitude of 
sins in the show world, and a few 
that are introduced tn “The Lilac 
Domino,” the dog imitations and 
classic dance burlesque—which, al- 
though not new, may still be nove! 
when cleverly done—quite stopped 
the show. 

The humor of the piece is largely 
American (that is, unless it might be 
ald that some of our forgotten 
jokes which have just reached Eu- 
ropean capitals are coming back to 
us,) but the person who discovers 
this will not get the same credit 
Columbus did for his discovery of 
this continent. Some of the fun is 
gotten over by the male members of 
the cast in a way to provoke laughs. 
The piece warms up considerably in 
the second act, which is the most 
amusing, and charming, too, from 
the standpoint of general effect. 

The foreign aspect of the produc- 
tion is brought. out in the choice of 
the name Yvonne Darle for the lead- 
ing woman of the show. Anyboes 
might be responsible for the name, 
but she is responsible for the vivac- 
ity and life which characterized her 
performance, and which was an espe- 
cial saving grace in the matter of 
cast. She sings pleasingly. with a 
voice of pretty quality. She has a 
sort of Franco-Italian attractiveness 
to her appearance, that suits the 
character she portrays. Joseph Carey, 
in the role of Prosper. gets over 
some dry humor smoothly, and Ed- 
ward Crawford proves a satisfactory 
toll for his work.
